L (Previously presented) A reading stand comprising: 

a base including a base member case, the base member case including a base panel and 
walls connected to the base panel to form an enclosed volume; 

a reading lid disposed upon tlie base member case, the reading lid including: 
a reading platform having a from side and a backside; 

at least one page holder adjustably mounted on the reading platform so as to assist 
in retaining a document on che front side of the reading platform; and 

a support member, the support member extending from the backside of the 
reading platform, the suppon member adapted to engage with ihe base so as to suppon the 
reading lid upon the base; 

wherein the support n»cmber is a prop member, the prop member pivotally connected to 
the backside of the reading platform, the prop member being engageable with the baiic member 
case so as to support the reading platform; and 

wherein the base panel includes a prop slot, the prop member extendable through the 
prop slot to extend exterior to the base member case so as to provide a hanger for the reading 
stand.

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4. (Previously presenied) The reading siand of claim I, whensin ^be prop member 
excendable ibrougb ibe prop sloi ro extend exierior lo the base member case, m as lo provide a 
banger for the reading stand, provides a hanger for secunng the reading stand on a treadmill 
stmcture. 

5. (Previously presented) The reading stand of claim 1. wherein* with che prop 
member extending through the prop slot to extend exterior to the base member case, the reading 
lid is disposed upon the ba&e member case m a closed position. 

6. (Previously presented) The reading stand of claim 1, wherein the prop member 
is engageable with the base panel of the base member case so as to rest upon and be supported by 
the base panel. 

7. (Original) The reading stand of claim 6, wberem the prop member supports the 
reading platform at an angle of between approxinwtely 20 degrees and 70 degrees relative to the 
base panel 

8. (Original) The reading stand of claim 6, wherein the prop member is a wire 
snructure. 

9. (Original) The reading stand of claim 8. wherein the prop member is u-sbaped. 

10. (Original) The reading siand of claim 6, wherein the prop member is attached to 
the reading platform by a hinge assembly. 

1 1 . (Previously presented) A reading stand comprising: 

a base including a base member case, the base member case including a base panel and 
walls connected to the base panel lo form an enclosed volume; 

a reading lid disposed upon the base member case, the reading lid including; 
a reading platform having a front side and a backside; 
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at least one page bolder adju$caWy mounted on the reading platform so as to assist 
in retaining a document on ibe front side of the readmg platfonn; and 

a support member, the support member extending from the backside of the 
reading platform, the suppon member adapted to engage with the base so as to suppon the 
reading lid upon the base; 

wherein the Support member is a prop member, the prop member pivotally connected to 
the backside of the leading platform^ the prop member being engageaWe with the base member 
case so as co suppon the reading platform; 

wherein the prop member is engageable with the base panel of the base member case so 
as to rest upon and be supponed by the base panel; and 

wherein the base panel includes a prop slot, the prop member extendable through the 
prop slot to extend exterior to the base member case, in an alternative configuration, so as to 
provide a hanger for the reading stand. 

12. (Original) The reading stand of claim 6, wherein the reading lid further includes a 
center document support and a page assist suppon- 

1 3. (Original) Tbc reading stand of claim 6, wherein the reading lid further includes a 
center document suppon, the center document suppon attached to the backside of the reading 
platfonn and positionablc in from of the reading platform so as to retain a document in place for 
reading. 

14. (Original) The reading stand of claim 13, wherein the center document support is 
u-shaped. 

15. (Original) The reading stand of claim 13, wherein the center document suppon is 
mtacbed to a backside of the reading platform with a primary collar and a bracing collar. 
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16. (Original) The reading stand of claim 6, wherein the leadiag lid funber includes 
page assist support, the page assist suppon attached to a bacfcside of the reading platform and 
posiiionable in from of the reading platform so as lo retain a document in place for reading. 

17. (Original) The reading stand of claim 16, wherein the page assist support is 
attached to the backside of the reading platform with a page assise lock- 

1 8. (Original) The reading stand of claim 17, wherein the page assist lock includes a 
cam collar and a cam lever. 

19. (Original) The reading stand of claim 18, wherein the page assist support is u- 

shaped. 

20. (Previously presented) A reading stand comprising: 

a base including a base member case, the base member case includitig a base panel and 
walls connected to the base panel to form an enclosed volume; 

a reading lid disposed upon the base member case, the reading lid including: 
a reading platfoiin having a from side and a backside; 

at least one page holder adjustably mounted on the reading platform so as to assist 
in retaining a document on the from side of the reading platform; and 

a suppon member, the suppon member extending from the backside of the 
reading platform, the support member adapted ro engage with the base so as to suppon the 
readmg Ud upon the base; 

wherein the support member is a prop member, the prop member pivoiaUy connected to 
the backside of the reading platform, th^ prop member being engageable with the base member 
case so as to suppon the reading platform; 
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wherein the p^op member is engngcable with the base panel of the base member case so 
as to rest upon and be supported by the base panel; 

wherein the reading lid farther includes page assisi support, the page assist suppon 
attached to a backside of the reading plaifonn and posiiionable in from of the reading platform so 
as to retain a document in place for reading; 

wherein die page assist suppon is mtacbed to the backside of the reading platform with a 
page assist lock; 

wherein the page assist lock iticludes a cam collar and a cam lever, 
wherein the page assist support is u-sbaped; and 

wherein the reading lid further includes at least one side suppon clip disposed upon the 
reading platform, the side support clip adapted to support the reading platform upon a base side 
W4ll of the base member case. 

2 1 . (Original) The reading stand of claim 20, wherein die reading platform is 
supportable such dxat the base side wall of the base is disposed between the side suppon clip and 
an apenure wall of the reading platform, die aperture wall being defined by an apenure in the 
reading platform. 

22. (Previously presented) The reading stand of claim 1, wherein the reading stand 
further includes at least one hinge, the at least one hinge pivocally connecting the reading lid to 

the base. 

23. (Original) The reading stand of claim 22. wherein the at least one binge includes 
a pin integrally connected to the base member case and a hinge shoulder portion integrally 
formed with the reading platform. 

24. (Previously presented) A reading stand comprising: 
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a base including a base member c^sc, the base member case incluOing a ba$e panel an4 

walls connected to the base panel to fonii an enclosed volume; 

a reading lid disposed upon the base member case, ihe reading Ud including: 

a reading platform having a front side and a b^kside; 

at least one page holder adjustably mounted on the reading platform so as to assist 
in retaining a document on the from side of cbe reading platform; and 

a suppon member, the support member extending from the backside of the 
reading platform, the suppon member adapted to engage with the base so as to suppon the 
reading lid upon the base; 

wherein the walls connected to the base panel to form an enclosed voluxne include a base 
front wall, a base back wall and two base side walls; and wherein the suppon member is at 
least one side suppon clip disposed upon and extending from a backside of the reading platform, 
the side suppon clip adapted to suppon the reading platform upon one of the base side walls, 

25. (Original) The reading stand of claim 24, wherein the reading platform is 
supponable such that the base side wall of the base is disposed between the side suppon dip and 
the reading platform. 

26. (Original) The reading stand of claim 24. funher including a side reading brace, 
the side reading brace being adjustably posiiionable between; 

a stowed position in which the side reading brace is disposed in a tray housing in the base 
member case; and 

an extended position in which the side reading brace extends out from the base member 
case such ibat the side reading brace prevents the reading stand from tipping- 
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27. (Original^ The reading stand of claim 26, wherein the reading iid further includes 
a page assist support and a center document suppon for retaining a document upon the reading 
platform. 

28. (Original) The reading stand of claim 27 wherein the page assist suppon and the 
center documeni support are each in the form of a wire structure. 

29. (Original) The reading s^tand of claim 26. further including a recessed panel in the 
base panel, the recessed panel forming a cardholder. 

30. (Original) The reading stand of claim 25, further including a prop member 
extending from the backside of the reading platform, and wherein the prop member is 
positionable so as lo suppon the reading platform upon the base member case in an altemauve 
configuration to the reading platform being supponed by the side suppon clip. 

3 1 . (Original) A reading stand for holding a documeni for reading comprising: 
abase; 

a reading lid including a reading platform, a hinge and a side support clip, the reading lid 
further including at least one page bolder; 

ihe binge adapted to connect the base to the lid such that the lid is disposed in a 
closed position over the base; and 

the side support clip adapted to connect the base to the lid such thai the lid is 
disposed in a substantially vertical position over the base so as lo afford s^ide reading. 

32. (Original) The reading stand of claim 3 1 . funher including a center document 
support sUdably connected to the reading platform und positionable within the center of the 
documeni disposed upon the reading platform. 
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33. COriginal) The reading siaod of cMm 32, funbev inciuding a page assist suppon. 
the page assist support being posiiionable to hold pages of the document in position for reading. 

34. (Origioal) Tiie leading stand of claim 33, wherein the page assist support is 
connected to the reading platform by a cam and lever assembly. 

35. (Original) A method for supponing a document using a reading stand, the reading 
stand having a lid ^md a base, the method comprising: 

placing an opened book on the lid of the reading stand and under at least one page holder, 
which is connected to the lid; 

pulling out a center document support from under the lid and rotating the center 
document support upward; 

pushing the center document suppon through a slot and onto the book; 

unsnapping the lid from the base; and 

positioning the lid so as lo anach the reading lid substantially vertically onto u side of the 
base using side suppon clips mounted on the lid. so as to attach the lid to the base and provide 
side reading. 

36. (Original) The method of claim 35. funher including pulling out a side support 
disposed in the base of the reading stand. 

37. (Original) Tbe method of claim 35, fimbcr including positioning a page assist 

support to retain the book in place. 

38- (Original) A reading stand having a lid and a base, the reading stand comprising: 
means for placing an opened book on the lid of the reading stand and under at least one 

page bolder, which is connected to the lid; 
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means for puUing out a center documem support from under ihe Ud and routing the 
center document support upward, and ibcreaftcr pushing the center document support through a 
sloi and onto the book; 

means for unsnapping the lid from the base; and 

means for positioning the lid so as to attach the reading lid substaniially vertically onto a 
side of the base using side suppon clips mounted on the lid, so as to attach the lid to tht base and 
provide side reading.
